Look upon it as one of the chief caufes of the decay 
of primitive Chriftianity, that there is any tet of 
men particularly appointed to attend upon the af- 
fairs of réligion. We fhould certainly do nuch bet- 
ter without them, than with them § and be able to flada 
way to make their réventes more ferviceable to the good 
of the Nation, 4nd ttirn to 4 much better account than 
they do at prefent. If religion is 2 perfonal thing between 
God and a man’s own conf{cierice, (as without all doubr it 
muft be) it ‘then follows from the reafon and nature ot 
things, and is demonftratively proved by the Inde- 
pendent Whig, that there cannot be the leaft occafion for 
a Parson ; and that every man ought to be a {piritual 
guide unto himfelf: for which the country-men, and day- 
labourers of England feem at prefent to be extremely well 
qualified, they being moft of them able, as I have been 
credibly informed, to read Englifh. ; 
As fot the Clergy, it mult be acknowledged, that they 
have hitherto tolerably well maintained their ground. But 
how have they mafntainéd it? or why have they been 
able to maintain it ? Why, not by ‘heir own great learning 
and abilities ; not by the exemplarinefs ‘of their lives, or 
the prudence of their behaviour ; but byaconftant fatal mif- 
management in the worthy Gentlemen who have oppoled 
them : who, by laying their arguments in too loofe, indi- 
gefted and incoherent a way, and by being more intent 
upon expofing the follies, weakneffes, or wickednefles of par- 
ticular perfons, than upon the grand point of fhowing 
the ufelefinefs of the Order itfelf, have ever given the fo- 
berer, and more rational part of the Clergy fome room 
for acclamation and triumph. I muft fay for my prefent 
perfurmance, (and I hope that it will not be thought to 
have the leait tendency towards vanity) that I have care- 
fully avoided this method.

Church (for which I hope no one will think me igno- 
rant enough to believe, that there is any occafion) _I real- 
ly, and ftrictly {peaking,s confider the Church of England 
as the beit conflituted, and the freeft from pedantry, mo- 
rofenefs, and fuperftition of any Church in the whole 
world.

And lafily, as to my being interefted in the affair, this 
can furely only be urged by thofe, who are not acquaiat- 
ed with me, or my circumftances: For J here proteft, 
and I can, ii there 1s the leaft {cruple remaining, bring, fuf- 
‘ficient evidence to the truth of whatI fay, that I do not 
lpay tythe for a fingle foot of land in his Majefty’s whole 
‘dominions ; that litde fortune that I have confifting chief- 
ly in money, together with two gr: three copperas works, 
for which there was never any thing. demanded,. or fo 
much as pretended to be demanded, by the neighbouring 
Minifter. - “ 

I fay thus much to obviate any unjuft reflections, or 
loud-mouthed clamours, which may very probably come 
from the Clergy quarter, an account of my not being a 
competent judge, and writing with partiality on the {ub- 
ject : and I likewife fay it, to difpofe the Laity to attend 
F to the following arguments (which by the way, ought to 
be in every one of their hands, from the higheit to the 
loweft) with the fame candour and difintereitedneis, with 
which they were at firft drawn up, and are now feat into- 
the world by me. -- 

And firft, let me take notice, that the pafling of ,this 
Bill, would in a great meafure tend to Jelien the exorbitant 
incomes, and overgrown revenues of ‘the rural Clergy; 
who are generally obferved, by thofe who are acquainted 
with their laft wills and teftaments (and particularly by 
the very learned and facetious Author of a late London 
Fournal,) to die immenfly rich, and to leave vaft fortunes 
to their daughters. Taking the livings of England at a 
medium, I dare fay, that they will even amount to near 
fourfcore and ten pounds a year ; and J am not ignorant, 
that fome perfons will pretend to carry the computation 
IMgher. And whether this is not an extravagant allow- 
ance for only getting up in the pulpit once a week, and 
reading an old fermon, when many an honeft man labours 
in his lawful vocation of hedging, or mud-wall-making the 
whole year, for the fourth part of the income, I mutt 
leave to the confideratiun of every rational and under- 
ftanding Englifhinan. 

A fecond reafon for paffing this Bill is, that it would 
make Pork and Bacon plentiful, (which by the way, may be 
looked on as the ftaple diet of the nation) and of conie- 
quence it would render labour cheap, and fave the Go- 
vernment a vait deal of money in viétualling out their 
ficet, the next time they are obliged to make an expedition 
at fuch a great diftance from us as Spithead. ’Tis no fe- 
cret to the whole Nation, ond even in the mouth of eve- 
ry Apprentice, provided he has any right turn to inge- 
nuity and free thinking, that the Clergy are great lovers 
of roafting pigs. Now, upon a very moderate computation, 
and not to carry the thing higher than it will well Leu, 
fuppofing that there are ten thoufand Clergymen ia Env- 
land (If exclude the London Readers, and Country Cu- 

rates, becaule they are Jewifhly inclined, and have mott 
of them fcruples ot confcience againit this fort of diet, 
unlefs at a Chrifining $) and allowing to every Clergyman 
three roafting pigs, (which is as low as we can put it; 
without all doubt many of the dignified Clergy eat five or 
fix ;) and farther fuppoling, that two parts in three of thefe 
pigs are fows (and we cannot well imagine, that there 
fhouid be fewer females, fince thefe are generally made 
choice of by the Tyther, as belt agreeing with the Parfon’s 
liquorifh tooth,) and allowing that thefe fow pigs would, 
one With another, if not killed young, have five more at 
a litter, and two litters in a year, (which isa very reafon- 
able reckoning 5) why then it follows, that the Clergy are 
the caufe of leflening the ftock of pigs yearly in the nation 
to the amount of two hundred thouland ; befides the ten 
thoufanu boar-pigs, and befides what they devour of brawn, 
hams, 2nd flitch bacon. And whether this is not an in- 
iupportalle charge upon our country, and the great caufe 

of the decay of our trade, will be well worth my worthy 
; iriend Mr. H —— inlarging upon, the next time he makes 
‘ another polite fpeech before the Honourable &c. 
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A third reafon for pafling the Bill againft the ‘Clergy is, 
that they are very confiderable lefleners of the King'se- ° 
Venues, by being.a conftapt clog upon the coniump- | 
tion of our own home commodities, and’ by: their ‘over 
and officious imperijnence in preaching againft thar folli- 
ty and good fellowfhip, which are fo well known td aug- 
ment his Majeity's duties upon mum, cyder, petry, ales 
brandy, and that reviving liquor, commonly diftinguifhed 
by the name of gin.

The Jatt argument which I fhall make wfe of, for pafs- 
ing this Biil againtt the Clergy is this, that notwithftand- 
ing all their loud talk about mortification, abftinence, and 
felf-denial, yet upon a {trict examination, and upon con- 
fulting the be authorities, we cannot but be perfuaded 
that they eat and drin‘ ; that they fleep, they {moke, they 
wear fhirts, and lye in sheets; that they marry wives, live 
in houles, get children, and do all the offices of life, after the 
fame manner that Laymen do them. I have been very 
credibly informed, way I make not the leaft doubt of the 
truth of it (becaufe, as Bithhop B—n rT well obferves, I 
had it from a perfon of undoubted reputation, who af- 
{ured me, that he had it from one, who had it from a 
very..confiderable Lady's woman’s midwife, who had it 
from the Gentlewoman's own mouth,) who affirmed, ¢ that 
‘ once at. a chriftening dinner fhe taw the Parfon of the 
« parifh eat a very large flice of roalt beef, two cuts of a 
« marrow pudding, a confiderable deal of the breait of a 
« turkey, and after all, concluded with a mince pie.” — 
Now if this account be true (and there is not the leaft 
room to call it in queition,) pray how can any one, after 
this, have the face to fay one word for the Parions ; or fo 
much as pretend to offer any thing in defence of a body 
of men, who are fuch an :intollerable and infupportable 
charge upon a trading nation ?: Shall we not all imme- 
diately give, our votes, that their houles fhould be pulled 
dawn, and their. parfonages applied ‘to the relief of the 
Sinking Fund?—That the fellows themfelves fhould be fent 
forthwith, to the Plantations, and their wives and children 
be provided for in work-houfes ; ——— that every maf. 
ter of a family fhould be obliged to fupply the place of a 
Parfon. under his own roof ; ——- and thatin cafe his Wor- 
fhip, fhould not have a facility in reading Englifh, he 
fhould have, a: toleration to provide himfelt with an able 
huntGnan, who hath been brought up to learning, and is 
qualified to fupply his place: — Tho’ this way of proceed- 
ing with them fecins extremely equitable, and. not one bit 
or jot beyond what the Parfons very richly deferve, yet I 
muft moit humbly beg leave to diffent from it ; and this (I 
affure you) not out of the leait love or kindnefs to the Par- 
fons, or any tendernefs towards their wives and children, 
but becaufe I think that there is a method full as effeétual 
to undo them, and which will anfwer the end full as well, 
and at the fame time make leis noife in the world, and give 
lefs offence, to very many filly, and well difpofed Chrifti- 
ans; (who, by the way, cannot at once get over the pre- 
judices of their youth, and lofe all regard for a fet of men, 
who have inftruéted thei in the faith of that Saviour, 
from whom they expect eternal happinefs) and the me- 
thod is this, to haste them by degrees, and to let them 
die inch by inch. Let the ‘I’ythe Bill pafs, fay I; 
let the whole onus probandi in recovering of Tythes lye 
upon the ountry Vicars ; —- let them not be able to get 
a few of his Worfhip’s apples to make pies for their chil- 
dren, ora little milk to make them a pudding, without be- 
ing at forty pound charge ; —— let their Worfhips not on- 





wife fet on ali the purfe-proud farmers in their feveral pa- 
rifhes to do the fame thing ; —— let their Worfhips make 
new. improvements, and not pay the leaft confideration for 
them, becaule there was never any thing payed before ; — 
and fet the patrons of livings take effectual care to make 
confiderable refervations of the glebe lands, when they lye 
contiguous to their own eftates 5---— let the capital farm 
in his Worfhip’s manor be exempted from all demands, on 
retence of belonging to fume Abbey ; and let the poor 
icar be once opprefied and overborne by a powerful 
adverfary ;, and a law be immediately trumped up, that his 
fucceffors fhould acquiefce, and patiently and contentedly 
_ bear the oppreflion tor ever after it. I fay, let the 
‘habe Bill pafs, and let thefe methods be regularly and 
confiflanty followed for one twenty or thirty years ; and I 
make not the Jeaft doubt (provided no extraordinary thing 
happen) but the Clergy will be as poor, as miferable, as 
contemptible, and as uncapable of doing any good in aSo- 
ciety, and of interrupting the repofe of our Country Squires, 
as their utmoit enemies could wifh them. 

And laftly, let me farther add, that when the Tythe 
Bill is pafled, and another Bill, full as reafonable, relating to 
the game, (and brought upon the ftage at the fame time 
with the other) by which the whole monopoly of woodcocks 
was to be afcertained to their Worthips and their heirs 
male,; and no perfons (under'a fevere penalty) befides the 
Country Squires and their eldeit fons, impowered to lay 
{pringes for, them for the future; — FT fay let this Bill pais, 
as.well as the other Bill, and bet not only moit «! the Par. 
fons be debagred from that heinous and unpardonable crime 
of killing a_hare, but alfo the greateft part of the Attorneys, 

_ the Counfellors, the Phyficians, the Surgeons, the wealthy 
sadefmen, the Merchants, and his Majefty’s Officers in 
the arya and [dare promife my country-men glorious 





me, and that hounds and hortes, huntimen and groom, 
“e. 
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ly teeze nd worry them themfelves, but let them like- [| 


fetters and fpaniels, hares and partridges, woodcec!s, 
wild ducks, and widgin, foxes, badgers, and Country Squires, 
would bear an unlimited and uncontroulable tway, to the 
eternal praife and honour of old England. 

P.S. Before I could perfuade myfelf to fend this per- 
formance abroad in the world, which I am very tenfible 
muft raife up a terrible fpirit among the Clergy, I prevail- 
ed with a friend (under the ftricteft fecrecy) to fhow it in 
manufcript to fome neighbours, whom he looked upon to 
have the beft judgments ; and who would candidly and 
impartially deliver to him their fenfe of the thing ; and 
what reception they thought it would meet with from 
the Laity, for whofe fakes it was folely written.
